“In some old homes and 
some’ old buildings, there 
might be some lead pipes 
and soldering,” Koch said.

FEMA flood maps _ that 
were enacted in June 2014 
and added 1,400 properties 
citywide into flood plains. 
The city appealed . those 
maps, and in January 2015 
the federal agency accepted 
the appeal, and between 550 
and 650 properties were to 
be removed from the flood 
plains once new maps were 
issued, and another 1,300 
were to be moved into lower 
risk zones. 

Nineteen months later, 
FEMA has yet to release the 
revised maps, leaving hom- 
eowners in limbo.

_ Laforest has also helped 
lead the effort to construct 
a new dog park in Quincy, 
which could also coincide 
with a new animal shelter. 

The city is applying for a 
grant from a private founda- 
tion that would pay for the 
park, and as a prerequisite, 
the organization asks that 
communities allow off leash 
areas as part of their mu- 
nicipal ordinances. Laforest 
introduced a new ordinance, 
approved by the council in 
June, which allows the Park 
and Récreation Board to 
designate areas where dogs 
can be off leash. 

. Laforest said she did so

The badge has the name “John W. Hall” and the letters 
“H & L” referring to “Hook and Ladder.” There is also a 
sketch of a antique fire carriage with the Number | and 
Quincy inscribed on the badge itself. __ 

The John W. Hall Hook & Ladder Company was the 
name of the new ladder company when it was formed in 
1882. The ladder company is now referred to as Ladder 1. 

John W. Hall served as fire chief three times when Quin- 


“cy was still a town: 1871-1872, 1878-1883 and 1886-1888. 


The H & L company -was named for him. 
The badge that-is being auctioned off is believed to have © 
once belonged to a member of the Ladder Company. 
According to Auctioneer David Baillargeon, this Quincy 
Fire Department badge was discovered by the Swinging 
Bridge Auction Company while visiting a home in Flor- 


ence, Mass. The badge was actually found while the auction © 


company was looking at antique bird bocks. 

“The badge was on a shelf with the books,” Baillargeon 
said in an email. 

Hall was the Quincy “fire engineer” or “chief of the de- 


. partment” (and latter shortened to just fire chief) at the time 


of the Great Boston Fire of 1872. The fire caused $73.5 mil- 
lion in damage — one of most costly fire-related property 
losses in American history — and destroyed 776 buildings, 
most in the city’s financial district. 

However, one landmark building — the C.F. Hovey Com- 
pany — was spared. The Summer Street structure was still 
standing after the devastating fire. 

And credit Chief Hall for that. 

According to a write up by the late Quincy historian 


H. Hobart Holly in the 1981 winter edition of the Quincy

The buyer for the blanket PH store was the chief 
of the Quincy Fire Department and when 'the second alarm 
came, he brought his company into the city (Boston) and, 
without reporting at City Hall, made his way to the Hovey 
store. Forming his brigade, he took blankets from the store 


and covered the roofs and all the windows. Keeping these’ - 


wet, and forming a bucket line to ~ roof, he was able to 
save the building.” 


Holly was not only a revered Cuiacs scsi: he ssi a 


had a quick wit. He ended his narrative on the Great Fire of 
Boston and Chief Hall with this sentence: 
“We trust that CF. Hovey Company was thankful that 


the Quincy Fire Chief was not the buyer in the necktie or 


handkerchief department.” 

By the way, Hall lived in a home on Hancock Street two 
doors south of Dimmock Street.

Says It’s Time To Retire‘Yakoo’ And ‘Red Raiders’

In a summer and year of violence nationwide arising . 
from race based prejudice where far too many Americans, 
from praying parents to teachers to children to police offi- 
cers, violently dying in our churches and on our streets mi is 
time to ask a single question in Quincy: 

Does Quincy, MA, the city and community facile ap- 
prove and teach racism today, in 2016? 

‘Sadly, the answer is yes. There is even official approv- 
al through the use of stereotyping. Happily, this can be 
changed. For the sake of all our children, for the sake of the 
community it must be changed. 

Stereotyping as defined in the: American Heritage® 
Dictionary is giving to a group a “fixed, unvarying form” 
and a stereotype is any “conventional...and oversimplified 
conception, opinion or image.” Stereotypes always cause 
problems and when applied to any group of people create 

_ real harm and the potential for violence. This is especially 
true when the stereotype is race based, as recent history has 
shown. Stereotypes create problems because they limit a 
group of people to a single, usually untrue and frequently 
negative characteristic. Stereotypes hamper understand- 
ing and destroy mutual respect for the most simple reason 
imaginable: they are born from learned prejudices. Often 

- the prejudice is not recognized, often it is taught in families 
and often it is cers in public as “‘just-the truth” or “ev- 

~ eryone knows this” or “it’s always been this way” or “every- 
one loves it.’ My response to all these assertions is “Really? 
Please show me.” 

Today North Quincy High School, the School Board, 
staff, administration and-even Quincy City Hall have put 
themselves front and center in this discussion with their 
continued use of the North Quincy High School sports 
teams name “Red Raiders” and mascot “Yakoo.” I do know 
the history of “Yakoo” — Dr: Yacubian, now retired as a den- 
tist, was a well-known football player on the “Red Raiders” 
team who is undoubtedly still proud to see his face on the 
team mascot even if he graduated in 1958 with the mas- 

cot reflecting the realities of that time frame, a time before 

} our Civil Rights laws and voters rights bills were passed or. 

even considered by most Americans, when segregation was. 
widely accepted and schools were “separate but equal” in 
fact if not according to decisions by the.US Supreme Court. 
In the past Yakoo survived various challenges. To both situ- 
ations I say: “That was then, this is now.” 

It is my hope that the community of Quincy, the pro- 
fessional school personnel and administration, the elected 
officials, the students'and even Dr. Yacubian himself can 
acknowledge and accept that change is always a fundamen- 

_. tal part of life. Creating a new team identity can be exciting 
~ and engaging for NQHS students and the entire community. -

The truth is that today trademarked team identities are 
under serious legal challenge nationwide. Yakoo is trade- 


marked, also indicating someone has a financial interest in 


perpetuating the image and team identity. The image and 
team identity teach NQHS students, the community and all 
the teams they play that racist stereotypes are or 
and appropriate. 

The racial nature of Yakoo is undeniable: facili 
fringed pants, moccasins, raised tomahawk, headband with 
a feather inserted in the traditional tribal manner, bare chest 
and arms prominently showcasing bright red skin. These 
combine to clearly indicate a violent, caricatured Native 
American fighter. 

The “Raiders” in the name traces to an important event in 
Quincy history. Henry Adams’ eldest son Lieutenant Henry 
Adams, son of the first Henry Adams from England, was 
shot to death by “Indian” raiders during Metacomet’s War in 
1675 or “76. These are the ancestors of both Presidents Ad- 
ams who are now buried with their wives in the crypt under 
United First Parish Church in Quincy. It is worth consider- 


ing if Quincy is still remembering almost 350 years later the 


Lieutenant’s death with a team identity tied to violence and 
a race based, primitive and demeaning mascot? This is not 
teaching history, it is revising and exploiting it. 

The harm these stereotypes do to the Native American 
communities is real. According to Robert Roche; Native 
American activist “These awful and racist stereotypes cre- 
ate hostile environments from classrooms to playing fields 
to workplaces to boardrooms.” 

Yakoo will always be a part of Quincy’s history. Iti is time 
he and the team name are retired with appropriate dignity as 
pieces from the past no longer having a place in the diverse, 
honorable city of Quincy today. As the future arrives with 


every new dawn Quincy, MA, a thriving, energetic modern 


city of the 21st century, can choose to do the right thing, 


bring the community together in creating a new, thrilling, 


strong and positive team identity at North Quincy High 


School.

Bullying Is Never OK 


A Message F rom The Quincy Health Department

Bullying amongst chil- 

dren is a critical dilemma 


- that is too frequently written 


off as a rite of passage, or as 
“kids being kids.” It is, how- 
ever, a serious form of ag- 
gression that can result in in- 
juries, fear, embarrassment, 
low self-esteem, and depres- 


sion in the victim. Bullying _ 


can happen anywhere; -cit- 
ies, suburbs, or rural towns. 


No solitary feature puts a 


child at risk of being bullied 
or bullying others. Some 
groups such as lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, or transgendered 


(LGBT) youth, youth with 


disabilities, and socially 
isolated youth may be at an 
increased risk of being bul- 


lied. The. bulk of. bullying 


still takes place at school; 1 


“in 3 U.S. students say they 


have been bullied at school, 
according to the Department 
of Health and Human Ser- 


vices. Studies have revealed -— 
‘that bullying occurs on the © 


playground as often as every 


seven minutes, and in the- 


classroom, a child is bullied 
every twenty-five minutes. 
Furthermore, the Internet 
has turned into a mechanism 
of attack in the form of cy- 


‘berbullying, which can take 


place at any time, day or 
night. No matter what the 
venue, bullying can become 
so severe that some children 
may avoid going to school 
because they are frightened 
or humiliated. In the most 
extreme cases, children have 
even committed suicide as a 
means to escape the conse- 
quences. . 

When a person constant- 
ly and intentionally sets out 
to injure, traumatize, or de- 
moralize another person, he 


or she is considered a bully. 


Hitting, kicking, spitting, 


_ pushing, and other form of 


physical aggression are ac- 
tions that are most recogniz- 
able as the actions of a bully.

In addition, bullying may 
encompass the use of words 


’ to embarrass or threaten the 


target. Moreover, written 
words in the form of text 
messages or posts on social 
networking sites may also 
be used to as a method of in- 
timidation. On occasion, the 
Internet is also often used to 


' spread embarrassing images 


or videos to classmates, or 


at times passive-aggressive | 


tactics such as silence may 
also be engaged... 

Because children often 
hide the fact that they are 
victims of bullying, it is vital 
that parents pay attention to 
any potential signs. Bruises 
are the most noticeable and 
visible indications that a 
child is the prey of a bully. 


Therefore, parents should 


both observe for and ques- 
tion the presence of bruises. 
In addition, bullied children 
may have torn clothing and 


also allege to lose. lunch 


money or other belongings. 
If a child becomes moody, 
less talkative, isolates them- 


selves, or begins to have nu- 


merous emotional outbursts, 


-this may signal signs of bul- 


lying. Oversleeping, an in- 
ability to sleep, or recurring 
nightmares all indicate some 
potential form of emotional 
stress. Kids may suddenly 
claim illnesses that are dif- 
ficult to verify in order to 


avoid going to school. 

If a child is the victim of 
bullying, parents need to put 
a stop to it as quickly as pos- 


-~ sible. Unfortunately, kids of- 


ten do not disclose that they 


- are being bullied and when 


they do it is with much dif- 
ficulty. Parents who suspect 
bullying should sit down 
with their children and ask 
if there are any problems 


-that the child wants to re- 
- veal. When a child willingly 
tells his or her parents about - 


being bullied, it is critical 
that it is not marginalized or 
treated as insignificant. The 
more accepting and eager 


parents are to listen to their ~ 


children the more at ease 
kids_ will feel discussing 
these issues. It is crucial that 
parents get as much infor- 
mation about the bullying 
as possible, especially who 
the bully is, how their child 
is being bullied how fre- 
quently, and what the school 
has done to intervene. Next 
discuss strategies to avoid 
the bully, such as never be- 
ing alone, being more asser- 
tive, or ignoring the bully. 
Parents should also speak 
with their child’s teachers or 
school administrator about 


the incident and what can be 


done to stop the behavior. 
Keep in mind however par- 


ents should never approach. 


the bully directly. Speak- 
ing to the bully’s parents or 
even law enforcement of- 
ficials, may be necessary if 
the school is unable to bring 
the situation to a halt. Par- 


- ents need to be aware of the 


state’ ’s anti-bullying regula- 
tions, particularly when vio- 
lence, or embarrassing pic- 
tures or videos are involved, 
as it may necessitate legal 


_ action. 


The preliminary step in 
putting an end to bullying 


is. to prevent it from occur- 
ring initially. One way that 
parents can avert the situa- 
tion is by teaching their chil- 
dren not to be bullies. Par- 
ents should lead by example 
and treat others with dignity 
and respect. Establishing a 
constructive atmosphere in. 
the home is a strategy that 
can assist children in being 
happier and more confident. 
Mean-spirited behavior 
should be addressed imme-. 
diately, and parents should 
discuss the consequences of 
negative actions and words. 
Additionally, kids should be 
made aware of the potential 
legal penalties of particular 
behaviors. 

We can help prevent chil- 
dren from falling victim to 
bullies by helping them feel 
more assertive and boost- 
ing their self- worth. En- 
couragement.and praise are 
valuable and will facilitate 
accomplishing this goal. 
Establishing consistent, 
open communication with 
children helps to lessen the 
anxiety about approaching 
their parents when the bul- 
lying originates. Early in- 
tervention is significant in 
averting the intimidation be- 
fore lasting damage occurs. 
Encouraging the school to 
institute an anti-bullying - 
program is another valuable 
step. Programs should teach 
kids not to bully, and should 
also instill the importance 
of what to do if they wit- 
ness someone being bullied. 
Intervention from all of us 
including - parents, schools 
and other children is instru- 
mental at putting an end to 
this dangerous and .degrad- 
ing problem.

Police Lieutenant Facing 
Federal Fraud Charges

A Quincy police lieu- 


.tenant is facing 13 federal 
_ charges and is accused of 


defrauding the city’s police 
department out of more i 
$10,000. 

_ Inanindictment unsealed 
Monday, Thomas Corliss, 
51, was charged with 12 
counts of mail fraud and 
one count of fraud involving 
federal funds by a federal 
grand jury. Corliss, a 23-year 
member of the department, 


_ pleaded not guilty during his 


arraignment in federal court 


and was released on condi- 


tions imposed by U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Magistrate Judge 
Jennifer C. Boal. 

The indictment alleges 
that an internal police inves- 
tigation found Corliss had 


- fraudulently collected dou- 
‘ble pay by working multiple 
_ details and/or regular police 


on multiple occasions in 


‘2015. It further alleges that 


Corliss collected his regular 
pay while on vacation in the 


Bahamas and on Cape Cod 


last year. In total, the indict- 
ment contends Corliss de- 
frauded the department out 
of more than $10,000. 

The indictment alleges 


-20 separate instances where 


Corliss. either submitted 
fraudulent detail slips, sub- 
mitted false’ overtime pay 
requests, or made fraudu- 
lent Quincy Police Depart- 
ment roster. entries between 
March and September of 
2015. 


Twelve invoices toes: : 


ing false- information sup- 
plied by Corliss were sent 
via the U.S. Postal Service 
to unidentified companies 
that paid for details during 
that time period, the indict- 


ment alleges, which is the 


basis for the dozen counts of 
mail fraud. 

The charge of mail fraud 
provides for a sentence of up 
to 20 years in prison, three 
years of supervised release 
and a fine-of $250,000. The 


charge of fraud involving - 


federal funds provides for a 
sentence of up to 10 years in 
prison, three years of super- 
vised release and a fine of 
$250,000. Prosecutors, in a 
statement, noted that actual 
sentences for federal crimes 
are typically less than the 
maximum and are imposed 
by a district judge based on 
sentencing guidelines and 
other factors. 

In a statement Tuesday, 
Mayor Thomas Koch credit- 
ed Police Chief Paul Keenan 
and. the department for the 
internal investigation into 
Corliss last year, and said 
the matter was taken seri- 
ously by those involved. 

“This matter was ad- 
dressed swiftly, thoroughly 
and professionally by Chief 


Keenan and the Quincy Po- . 


lice Department immedi- 
ately after these issues were 
raised,” Koch said. 

“The: department’s han- 
dling of this matter in such a 
methodical and transparent 
way speaks to how seriously 


‘it was treated and how seri- 


ously the internal investiga- 


‘tion that was the basis for 


the outside review was con- 
ducted.” ee 

A message 
Keenan Tuesday was not re- 


turned before The Sun went 
to press. ; 
Corliss was initially 


placed on paid administra- 
tive leave in September 
2015 as the internal inves- 
tigation began. Koch in 
December suspended Corl- 
iss six months without pay 
following the department’s 


investigation and reassigned 


the lieutenant away from his 
post as commander of the 


Special Operations Unit. § 


Corliss was also barred 
from working details for 12 
months and forfeited 20 va- 
cation days. 

In a December 2015 
statement, Keenan said an 
internal investigation found 
21 instances of Corliss work- 


ing city time overlapping | 


with private details and/or 
other city time and that the 
investigation revealed the 
lieutenant took nine vaca- 
tion days that were not re- 
corded in department atten- 
dance records. The value of 
those incidents, according to 
Keenan, was $11,000. 
Corliss was placed on 
paid administrative leave 
earlier this year once the 


suspension concluded pend-. . 


ing the result of the federal 
investigation.

Ken Wood .was dispatched to amps Street for an incident 
involving a knife. 

Upon arrival, the officer met with the caller who is the 
Mother of.a local convent. She stated that one of her Sisters 
had an altercation with two young females earlier in-the day 
and that one of the girls had a knife. When asked why she 
"didn’t call immediately, the Mother said that they needed time 
to pray and reflect. 

Officer Wood interviewed the Sister/victim who appeared 
nervous and shaken up. She said the following: at approxi- 
mately 11:15 a.m., she departed the convent on Phipps Street 
to go for a walk for her exercise time. She was dressed in 
work out clothes that consisted of athletic pants and shirt. As 
she approached Water and Phipps Street; she. observed two 
females hanging around the area. She continued-on her walk 
and as she returned on her loop she saw the females again. 

As she waited to cross the street, one of the females came 
up on her left side.and attempted to take a small satchel out of 
her left hand. The Sister told the female that she didn’t have 
any money at which point the female asked her, “Are you suré 


about that?” The Sister physically resisted the female from . 


taking the small satchel which contained rosary beads, a key, 
and a small memento. During the struggle, the esis female 
moved in and acted as a look out. 

The Sister then saw that the female struggling with her 
was now holding a small knife against her (the Sister’s) stom-. 
ach. The female said, “I’m not-going to hurt you.” The Sister 
’ attempted to calm the female down and opened her satchel to 
show the contents at which point the female stated, “I guess 


I’ll take the rosary beads.” When the females moved away, ~ 


the Sister crossed the street and ran back to the convent. She 
did not know which direction the females fled in. The Sister 
provided descriptions-of the two females. 

Officer Wood advised the Mother and the Sister that of- 
ficers would scour the area but due to the time lapse, it would 
be difficult to find the suspects. After giving out the descrip- 
tions of the suspects, Officer Wood checked the area and 
came upon a car in the middle of the road biocking traffic

Of- — 


ficers checked the surrounding yards for the driver and spoke 
with a tenant who said that he had never seen the-car before. 

_ Officer Wood then interviewed the females after they 
waived their Miranda rights. Female #1 admitted that she had 


-been arrested before for possession of heroin. She was asked 


about the driver that walked away and she said she only knew 
him as “G.” She denied buying heroin from him because “I 
didn’t’ have the $20 to buy from him.” With this information 


Officer Wood took out his canine partner Major to perform a - 


track of the driver to ascertain his identity and involvement. 
Major began by tracking from the vehicle into the yard of 


Kendrick Ave and then took a right down a small wall into 


the adjoining yard on Phipps Street. Major continued to track

~ADay Of Tragedy — And Perseverence 


Editor’s note: Sunday marks the 15th anniversary of 


‘the Sept. 11, 2001 terrorist attacks - a national tragedy that - 


killed nearly 3,000 people and injured more than 6,000. The 
horrific events of that day still reverberate today. Thousands 
more have been killed or wounded in the fight against ter- 


_ rorism and defending our freedom. To mark Sunday’s anni- 


versary, we are re-running a column that appeared five years 
ago on the 10th anniversary of 9-11. 


W: all know where we were when we heard the | 


news that profoundly tragic day. 

Fifteen years later, Sept. 11 should also be remem- 
bered for what didn’t happen. 

The terrorist attacks in New York, Washington, 
D.C. and in Pennsylvania did not stop our cherished 
right to vote. _ 

Under sparkling minshing and deep blue skies, the 
polls opened at 7 a.m. on Tuesday, Sept. 11, 2001. It 
was preliminary election day in Quincy with four con- 
tests on the ballot: councillor at-large and councillor in 

‘Wards3,5and6. 
It seemed like any other. election Sey. Outside the 


polling precincts, candidates and supporters held signs 


and greeted voters. Inside, election workers stream- 
lined the voting process. 

Then, the day’s normalcy was chatened: 

A few short hours after the polls had opened, there 
were reports of a plane hitting one of the towers of the 
‘World Trade Center in New York City. Moments later, 


another plane into the other tower. Then two more hi- 


jacked planes. One struck the Pentagon; the other tar- 
geted the Capitol or the White House but crashed in 
Pennsylvania er passengers tried to take control of 
it. 

A day from hell had dead 

In Quincy, news of the attacks spread in ee ee: 


~ping speed. 


Staff here at the Sun stared glassy-eyed as we 
watched in horror when the Towers fell. ; 

We also realized we had a newspaper to put out — 
and an election to cover. 


The right call was made: city. officials decided to . 


keep the polls open. 

Voting continued and democracy prevailed. More- 
over, the American way of life had persevered in light 
of unspeakable horror and cowardly acts of terrorism. 


Here are some reflections from some who lived - 


through that terrible September day, in their own 
words. 

Former City Clerk Joseph Shea: . 

“It started out as a normal election day. The police 
came between 5:30 and 6:30 a.m. 
and took the election machines out to 
the precincts. I started my appointed 
rounds (visiting the polling precincts). 
Detective Joe Manning, who was 
assigned to the License Board was 
working an extra shift that day so he 
was working with me. We came back 
to City Hall about 9 a.m. 

“Within a few minutes (after the first plane.struck 
one of the World Trade Center towers), Joe Manning 
heard some sort of message over his police radio. He 
said to me, ‘something serious is happening in New 
York.’ 3 eA, 

“We came in and looked at the TV and we couldn’t 
believe it. From then on, I was fielding questions from 
my (election) workers and some from the public about 
whether we should stop the election. 

“T called Secretary of State William Galvin’s office. 
He was aware of the events. About 31 cities in Mas- 
sachusetts were having elections that day. 

- “] talked to Secretary Galvin about two or three 
times. I spoke with (then). Mayor (James) Sheets and 
City Solicitor Steve McGrath. It was my opinion that 


. at-large that day and as was my habit 


~ the Squantum School where residents 


‘we shouldn’t cancel (the election) because some peo- Eo 


ple had already voted. It was two hours into the day. 
“T think — and this may be an afterthought — that 


_ whomever did this — we found out later it was al-Qae- 


da — that’s probably what they would have wanted: to 


_ disrupt everything. 


“We decided not to cancel the election and Galvin 
concurred.” 
Keeping the polls open ‘underscored the premise 


_ that no one — even terrorists ~ would interrupt our wey 


of life. 

“T remember having that conversation with Solicitor 
McGrath and Secretary of State Galvin,” Shea contin- 
ued. “Bill Galvin is always a good resource and when 


it comes to election things you defer to him. We’re in 


charge of city elections — which is what we had on 
Sept. 11 — but he is in charge of state elections and 
we always use his people (for guidance). I got right 
through to him several times that day. eae 

'- “We went on with the election but it was a very ee- 
rie day. Everywhere I went, people wanted to know 
what was going on. I deal with 180 élection workers 
and 30 precincts. They didn’t have access to TVs and 


_ they didn’t know what was going on. So at every stop 


you had to re-explain it. 

“Some workers wanted to go home, but most just 
wanted to know what was going on. 

“After the polls closed and the ballots started com- 
ing in, it was clear most people’s attention was not 
focused on the election. For me personally it was a 
very difficult day — election time is always difficult. 


My. wife (Josephine) was in Santa Fe, New Mexico - 
and couldn't get out of there. It took her a week: to get 


home.” 

To compound: matters even more, their daughter 
Katherine broke her leg the-night before playing soc- 
cer. ' 

Shea said he believes the terrorist attacks did not af- 
fect voter turnout nor did it influence the outcome. 

“I think turnout was reasonably good for a city pre- 
liminary — about 29 percent. That’s about average. I 
don’t think it changed. the outcome. Did it press (turn- 
out) down a few percent? Possibly but in 2009 the 
turnout was 29 percent. There was no primary in 2007 
and in 2005 it was 12 percent.” — 

Former Mayor Frank McCauley: 

“I was a candidate for re-nomination as a councillor 


over the years I made my first stop at 


in Ward 6 Precinct 5 voted. Squan- 
tum consistently produced the high- 
est turnout of voters over the years in 
any precinct in the City and I arrived

“Leaving Squantum, my next stop was at the Beech- 
wood Knoll School which had two voting precincts. It 
was here that a parish priest from St. Ann’s Church 
in Wollaston told of a plane striking one of the World 


Trade Center towers in New York City. I immediately 


thought of an incident that happened in the fall of 1945 
when an Army Air Force plane crass into the Em- 
pire State Building. 

“While those of us at the entrance of the tie 
place were digesting the news, a fellow drove up to - 
report that a second plane had struck the other World 
Trade Center tower! At this point we knew these crash- 
es were not accidents! 

: “Our secure life in the United States had come to 
an end!”

Hand, foot, and mouth 

disease is a childhood ill- 


“ness that causes rashes on 


the feet and hands, as well 
as painful blisters around 


_the nose and mouth. 


Hand, foot, and: mouth 
disease (HFMD) is the re- 


- sult of a viral infection. Out- 


breaks of HFMD typically 
occur in Asia, but are fairly 
uncommon in the United 
States. Currently there is no 
vaccine to prevent HFMD. 


Experts agree that avoiding 


close: contact with infected 
people is the most advan- 


_ tageous way to avoid con- 


tracting the illness. ae 

HFMD was first reported 
in New Zealand in 1957. 
Following the study of the 
coxsackievirus in 1958, the 
disease was officially named 
Hand, Foot and Mouth Dis- 


ease. This contagious illness 


is now known to be caused 
by the Picornaviridae fam- 
ily of viruses. Children are 
most commonly affected by 
the disease, especially those 
under 5 years of age. HFMD 
usually dissipates on its own 


_and typically doesn’t require 


medical intervention. Foot 
and mouth disease (FMD) 
is frequently confused with 
HFMD. These two diseases 
are not interrelated. FMD

only affects animals like 
cattle, goats, and sheep, 


while HFMD is a human - 


disease that typically affects 
infants and children. FMD 
is contagious among certain 
types of animals, but it isn’t 
considered a public health 
threat. 
Viruses 
the enterovirus category of 
viruses are commonly in- 
volved in the development 
of HFMD. Coxsackievirus 
A16,.as well as other cox- 
sackieviruses, is the most 
common type of enterovirus 
to cause HFMD. These vi- 
ruses are spread by the oral 
and fecal route. They are 
usually found in the infected 
patient’s saliva, nose mu- 


-cus, feces, and blister fluid.

the proper antibodies that 
fight the disease. Children 
who are active in childcare 
centers or schools and have 
regular involvement with 
other children have a height- 
ened risk of being infected. 
One of the chief symp- 
toms of hand, foot, and 
mouth disease is a rash with 
blisters on the soles of the 
feet. Symptoms usually oc- 
cur approximately 3 to 7 
days after first contact with 
the virus. A 24 to 48 hour 
fever (100°F to 102°F) or 
sore throat are often the first 
noticeable symptoms. These 


are succeeded by; rash with 


flat, non-itching red blisters 
onthe hands and soles of the 
feet 1 to 2 days after fever, 


‘loss of appetite, headache, 


throat, mouth, and tongue 
ulcers. Some patients pres- 
ent with no symptoms at 
all, but are still capable of 
infecting others with the vi- 
rus.

Complications for 
HFMD are rare as the dis- 


ease disappears on its own - 


within a week or two, but 
can develop if the disease is 
left untreated in certain in- 
dividuals. If enterovirus 71 
is the virus behind HFMD, 
the nervous system may be 
affected and conditions such 
as Meningitis, Encephali- 
tis or Acute flaccid paraly- 
sis can result. A secondary 
infection may ensue if the 
blisters or rash on the skin 
has been scratched. There 
is also a risk of dehydration 
for children who have trou- 
ble swallowing as a result 
of blisters in the throat. In 
severe cases, cardiorespira- 
tory failute can occur. 

The diagnosis of HFMD 
can usually be done by ex- 
amining the patient and ob- 
serving for sores or blisters 
on the feet, hands, and geni- 
tals. The physician may also 


ask about other common 


symptoms of the disease 
such as fever, headache, and 
sore throat. Lab studies may 
be required in some instanc- 
es where a clinical diagnosis 
is needed. Doctors may look 
for related antibodies in the 
blood, or collect throat or 
stool samples for examina- 


tion. 

There is no vaccine for 
the prevention of HFMD. 
Person-to-person contact is 
how HFMD spreads. Some 
of the best methods for re- 
ducing risk include, disin- 
fecting surfaces, washing 
hands often with soap and 
hot water, and avoiding 
sharing eating utensils and 
drinking cups. 

For. the majority of 
healthy individuals, HFMD 
is a nonthreatening disease 
that absolves on its Own 
within a -few weeks. At 
present, particular  treat- 


ments for HFMD are non-. 


existent. Numbing mouth- 


washes or sprays may help | 
reduce mouth pain, which 


can be helpful for increas- 


ing fluid and food intake. 
Over-the-counter medica- 
tions to relieve pain and fe- 
ver may be helpful in some 
instances. Although HFMD 
can sometimes result in hos- 
pitalization and even death, 
mt pnt that develop © ~ 
H from enterovirus 
present common symptoms 
of the disease and usually 
recover without complica- 
tions.

tified Corliss he had been 
suspended from his position 


_ Of lieutenant without pay for 
_ the period he remains under 


indictment. 

“You are. hereby sus- 
pended from your position 
as a lieutenant in the Quincy 


Police Department during - 


the period you are under 
indictment for misconduct 


occurring while serving in 


your position,” Koch said in 
a letter dated Aug. 31. “You 


shall not receive any com- 


pensation or salary during 

the period of suspension. 
“Your status will be re- 

viewed by me upon conclu- 


‘sion of the criminal proceed- 


ings now pending against 
you.” - : 

Dennis Carter, the at- 
torney representing Corliss, 
on Sept. 1 declined to com- 
ment on the suspension. He 
said his client should be af- 
forded the presumption of 
innocence like all criminal 
defendants are. 

“Lt. Corliss intends to 
vigorously fight the criminal 
charges and clear his name,” 
Carter stated. 

In his letter to Corias. 
Koch cited section 25 of 
chapter 268A of the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws. That 
section of the law allows an 
appointing authority to sus- 
pend without pay any offi- 
cial indicted for misconduct 
on. the job. The state law 
says that if a case concludes 
without a guilty verdict, the 


suspension must be lifted - 


and the official would be en- 
titled to back pay.

Rotted Exterior Woad Being Replaced; Historic

- The exterior of the Doro- 
thy Quincy Homestead will 


be repainted in the coming - 


weeks, and work is set to 
begin on the Hancock Street 
entrance. 

The homestead, on_ the 
comer of Hancock Street 
and Butler Road in Quincy 
Center, was first. built in 


1686. The house at that time - 
_ included the kitchen and a’ 
_ sleeping chamber above. 
_ Extensive . additions to the . 


house were made in 1706, 
and later renovations took 
place in 1736. 

The Quincy Homestead 
is owned by the Massachu- 


. setts Department of Conser- 


vation and operated by the 
National Society of the Co- 
lonial Dames of America in 
the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts : 

Alexandra Rollins — one 


of three co-chairs on the 


Colonial Dames committee 


overseeing the conservation - 


effort — said paint samples 
were taken and analyzed to 
determine the color of the 
exterior of the building in 
the early 18th century. The 


_last such sampling took 


place in the 1980s or ‘90s, 
she said. 

“The whole field has 
evolved quite a bit since 


_ then,” Rollins stated. 


As a result of the analy- 
sis, the homestead will be 


‘painted a paler shade of 


yellow — which Rollins de- 
scribed as more buff than 
yellow — than it is now. The 


_ brighter yellow most recent- 


ly on the building’s exterior 
“couldn’t be achieved in the 
18th century,” she said.

On Wednesday, Aug. 31, at approximately 3:25 a.m., Of- 

ficers Tom Gaeta, Christian Donovan and Michael O’Brien 

were dispatched to a Willard Street apartment nate ie to 
investigate a family disturbance. 


Upon arrival, the officers heard a commotion coming 


from the second floor of the building. They fellowed the 
noise down the hallway toward a specific apartment. In the 


hallway was shattered glass and smears and drops of blood. 


At the door was a large pool of blood. 

- The door to the apartment was open so the officers looked 
inside and found the place to be a mess, with items strewn 
all over the floor and furniture. There was more blood on 
_ the floor, couches and walls. The officers announced their 
presence and searched the unit but there was no one there. 
~ Moments later, police dispatch informed the officers that a 
male suspect called the police station to report that he was 


at a local gas station and admitted to stabbing someone. Dis- . 


patch then sent units to the suspect’s location. 

The officers cleared the apartment but as Officer Gaeta 
passed by an adjacent ‘apartment, he heard a moaning noise 
coming from behind the door, so he banged on the door and 
a male answered the door clutching his bleeding chest. This 
male was able to tell Officer Gaeta that his neighbor stabbed 
him and his friend. On the kitchen floor was his male friend, 
who was bleeding from the right side of his chest and in 
obvious pain. Officers applied direct pressure to the wound 
and an ambulance was dispatched. 

As they waited, the. two victims said that they were 
stabbed after trying to break up a fight their neighbors were 
having. They said that the fight involved a boyfriend assault- 
ing his girlfriend in the hallway, which is where some of the 
blood came from. The two victims said that the female was 
being beaten so they went to the defense of the girlfriend, 
who had her young son with her. The victims were able to 
' break them apart and set her free.

My vehicle is 12 years 
old with a little less than 
100,000 miles on it. I am 
in my late 70’s and I’m 
thinking it would ‘be nice 
to have a new vehicle. I 


. would like your opinion — 


as to the pros and cons on 
buying or leasing, particu- 
larly at my age. 

Leasing has both advan- 
tages. and disadvantages. 
When you are leasing you 
are basically “renting” the 
car for the length of the lease. 
One advantage of leasing is 
that you may end up driv- 
ing a car that you may have 


’ considered outside of your 


price range. These more ex- 
pensive cars may have more 
creature comforts but more 
importantly have additional 


safety features that may not 
be available on lower priced 
models. Leasing is also best 
suited to people who drive 


less than 10,000 miles per 


year. One caveat is that if 
the car is damaged beyond 


‘what is normal wear and 


tear you will need to have 


the car repaired prior to the . 


end of.-the lease or be finan- 
cially responsible for any 
damage. At the end of the 
lease you have a couple of 
good choices. You can walk 
away, lease a new vehicle or 
buy the car you have been 
leasing (this can be a popu- 
lar option and sometimes a 
good deal).

tire bangs when on bumpy 
roads. We’ve tried a spare 
tire spacer (suggested by 
the dealership), didn’t 
work. We tried heavy duty 
larger. bolts to attach the 
tire to the mount, didn’t 


work. Any ideas how to 


stop the banging? Every- 


thing seems to be tight and 


well attached. We don’t 
want to lose the spare in 
traffic one day. 

It is the oversize tires 
that are the problem. There 
are aftermarket oversized 
rubber spacers . that help 


quiet the banging but the - 


permanent fix may be a re- 


placement spare tire holder. 


Looking online there are 
heavy duty holders that look 
more robust and don’t look 
like they will shake and 
bang over bumps. 

Any thoughts on the new 
Honda Ridgeline. I need a 
truck from time to time 
for light hauling and oc- 
casional trips to the home 
improvement store. I have 
two questions how does it 


drive and what about the 


plastic cargo bed? 

- The Honda _ Ridgeline 
drives like a Honda Pilot, 
decent ride and handling 
with all the creature com- 
forts of any premium SUV. 
I like many of the features 
such as the dual opening 
tailgate and large waterproof 


~ trunk. As for the cargo bed, 


I don’t see any issues, it is a 
heavy composite and looks 
very rugged and should eas- 
ily stand up to years of use. 
You recently stated in 
your column that it is “al- 
ways a good idea to switch 
to synthetic oil” you in- 
dicated the many advan- 
tages to switching to syn- 
thetic oil. Does this advice 
still apply to older cars, 
ones that built prior to 
the advent (I’m assuming) 
of synthetic oil? I have a 
1974 Porsche 914, very low 
(27,500) miles and have al- 
ways used regular oil, and 
would switch to synthetic

for the advantages you 
mentioned. But I’m not 
sure if there are additional 
implications such as spe- 
cial oil filters that I need to 
be concerned about. — 
There are many benefits 
to synthetic oil including 
improved heat transfer. Oil 
contributes a great deal to 


engine cooling and is espe- 


cially important with an air- 
codled engine like the one in 
your Porsche 914. Regard- 
ing older cars and modern 
oil the biggest issue becomes 
“flat tappet’” engines typi- 
cally found in hot roads and 
muscle cars. These engines 
require oil with zinc-dialky- 


Idithiophosphate or ZDDP. 
This additive enhances lu- 
_brication but is quite toxic 


so oil manufactures have 


been reducing the amount of 


ZDDP. If you own a muscle- 
car, look for oil specially de- 
signed for these engines that 
have sufficient ZDDP and 
using the correct weight oil 


_is critical. As a side note, 


years back I owned a 1966 
Corvair and used synthetic 
oil (certainly not a Porsche 
but a flat air cooled six-cyl- 
inder engine) and never had 
any problems. . 

I have a 2002 Subaru 
Outback with only 19,000 
miles on it. Lately there 
is a ticking noise coming 
from the engine area (like a 
clock). I have kept up with 
the maintenance schedule 


on a regular basis. Any ad- 


vice, suggestions or com- 
ments you could give me 
would be greatly appreci- 
ated. 

- Ticking noises are usu- 
ally associated with “top- 
nd” valve-train noises. The 


problem could be a poorly 
adjusted 
-valve lifter or worn rocker 


valve, sticking 
arm. A technician will use a 
type of stethoscope to nar- 
row down the location of the 
noise. Ouce determined then 


they will need to, at a mini- 


mum remove the valve cov- 
er to see what is going on. 
Depending on what is found 
the issue could be a minor 
problem or more’ complex 
but you need to trust your 
repair shop. - 


I have owned a 2012 


Nissan Frontier 4x4 for a 
couple of years now and 
it has always idled rough. 
It is most apparent when 
the engine is warm, and 
matters little whether it is 
in drive or neutral. I can 


see the steering wheel and 


passenger seat vibrating. 


Can this be fixed? Other 


people have had this issue 
and Nissan doesn’t seem to 
want to do anything about 
it. Does the idle have to be 
bumped up or could it be 


the MAF sensor? Or is it . 


something else? 

The issue may be inher- 
ent in the design of the en- 
gine and may not be able to 


be fixed although there is at 
least one possible solution 
-. to look at. Nissan did issue 
' a technical service bulletin 


that describes a very simi- 


lar symptom and a fix. The 
technical service bulletin - 


number is NTB13-021A and 
it involves reprogramming 
the vehicle’s computer.

“T was standing on the sidewalk on 
Taylor Street near the northerly door- 
way of the Wollaston School gym- 
nasium greeting those on their way 
to vote and asking for their support. 
There were sign holders for several 
candidates milling around and chat- 
ting-and someone pulled up in a car 
next to us. Their radio was on and they said something 
about a plane crash at the World Trade Center. 

“There was some confusion initially because there 
was a reference to Logan Airport and someone thought 
‘it was the World Trade Center across from the harbor 
from Logan where the terrible event had occurred. As 
time elapsed it became clarified that the plane was

from Logan and the crash had taken place in New York _ 


City. I remember saying a prayer to at for those 
who were lost. 

“At first it seemed like-an awful single accident and 
I recall talking of a story in history about a small plane 


that had crashed into a building in New York. I be- — 


lieved, if my recollection is correct, it was the Empire 
State Building. As time continued to unfold another 
resident came.up and reported a second airplane crash 
at the same location. Clearly something was terribly 
amiss. 

. “Rumor and speculation filled the iiioemation void 
ebbing and flowing like the tide on a beach eroding our 
sense of confidence, self assuredness, and the normal 
sense of certainty we take so blithely for granted. As 
the morning progressed and people continued to come 
to vote there was talk on the street about potentially 
cancelling the preliminary election. 

“It was hard to know what was the right thing to do 
with so little known initially but as time passed and the 


spectre of it being acts of terrorism came to the fore I 


remember thinking to myself that-to stop the electoral 
process. perliaps would feed into precisely some of 
what those behind these heinous acts were seeking to 
accomplish: to. undercut our democratic way of life; to 
erode our sense of freedom and liberty. These thoughts 
were tempered by the great horror of what had hap- 
pened, respect and sorrow for those whose lives were 
lost and the heroic stories that were being revealed.

My Reflection 


_ The Sun newsroom was sired somber before that 
tragic morning. . 


On Monday, we learned that the mother of one of 
our staff writers had died unexpectedly over the week- 
end while on vacation in the Caribbean. His chair was 
empty, the computer screen dark. Our thoughts were 
with our colleague. We wondered about the funeral ar- 
rangements and when we could pay our respects. 

On Tuesday morning, I arrived at work ready for a 


long day because of the election. We wouldn’t go to 


press until 10 or so that evening — after the votes had 
been tallied: and the election story written. 

After booting up my computer, the phone rang and 
one of our reporters voce He quickly hung up and 


~ said “Bob, turn the TV on.” 
We watched video of dark smoke billowing from — 


the World Trade Center. Then, the second plane struck. 
It was not long before news reports referenced al-Qae- 
da and Osama bin Laden. The U.S. was under attack 
by terrorists. 

We soon learned that one of the passengers on 
American Airlines Flight 11 that struck the first tower 
was a former Quincy resident — Susan vitae 
McKay. 

The city began. to olibcivealy mourn for all those 
whose lives were lost. 

We continued to work and tune in the TV at intervals 
throughout the day. The more we watched, the harder it 
was to comprehend. The words “unbelievable, tragic, 
and surreal” seemed to repeat over and over. 

Fifteen years later, 9-11 is still a very difficult day. 
We pause to remember all those who were victims that 
day and the loved ones they left behind. We also recall 
the heroism of firefighters, police and so many others 
who died during rescue efforts. 

I didn’t know anyone who lost a or her life on 
9-11. 

But I wonder if our paths had ever crossed. 

On May 11, 2001, my wife Amy and I went on va- 
cation to California. We landed in L.A. after taking a 
6-hour non-stop flight from Boston. _ 

We were among the passengers that day on United 


. Flight 175. 
The same flight that five months later struck the sec- 


ond WTC tower. 

‘I wonder if the flight crew that day was the same 
crew on Sept. 11, 2001. 

And realize how precious life really is.

in my life. It changed my 
whole life. 

“T was on the other side, 
living a different lifestyle, 
and I turned my life around. 


You know what they say -

around, headed in the right 
direction, and all of sudden I 
ran into her and met her, and 
things changed. 

“T think it’s great in one 
way that she’s a saint for all 
the people who pray to her. 
But me personally, I always 
thought she was a saint.” 

Foley said he could not 
describe the feeling he got 
from spending a month in 
Calcutta with Mother Te- 
resa. 

“Whert I actually got to 
spend some real time with 
her, you couldn’t express 
the feeling that you get,” 
he stated. “I was there for 
a month and I got to go to 
Mass with her every morn- 
ing, and it was nice.” 

While in Calcutta, Foley 
volunteered at Prem Dan, a 
convalescent facility run by 
the Missionaries of Charity, 
which Mother Teresa found- 
ed; worked with children on 
the street; brought medicine 
and other medical supplies 
to local villagers; and vis- 
ited area hospitals to talk to 
individuals. He took turns 


rotating between those dif- 


ferent tasks. - 

“They had you move 
around,” Foley explained. 
“They only let you do some- 
thing for two or three days 
and then they moved you 
around because they didn’t 
want you to get too sick of 
one thing.” —

. Deep vein thrombosis 
(DVT) occurs when a blood 


clot (thrombus) forms in one ~ 


or more of the deep veins in 
your body, usually in your 
_legs. It can result in leg pain 
or swelling, but may arise 
devoid of any symptoms. 

Deep vein thrombosis 
can develop if you suffer 
from particular medical con- 
ditions that affect how your 
blood.clots or can also hap- 
pen if you are inactive for 
long periods of time, such 
as after surgery, following 
an accident, or if you are 
confined to a bed. DVT is 
a severe condition because 
blood clots in your veins can 
break loose, ‘travel through 
_ your bloodstream and lodge 
in your lungs, impeding 
blood flow (pulmonary em- 
bolism). 

Signs and symptoms of a 
DVT can include: 

¢ Swelling in the affected 
leg. Rarely, there may be 
swelling in both legs. 
© Pain in your leg that 


often starts in your calf and 


can feel like poreness or 
cramping. : 
Blood clots.can be initiat- 


ed by anything that prevents 


your blood from circulating 
normally or clotting prop- 
erly. Various factors can 


increase your risk. Risk fac- 


tors for DVT include: 

¢ Inheriting a blood-clot- 
ting disorder. 

¢ Prolonged bed rest, 
such as during a long hospi- 
tal stay, or paralysis. 

¢ Injury to your veins or 
surgery: foe 

* Pregnancy which in- 
creases the pressure in the 
veins in your pelvis and 
legs. 

-¢ Birth control pills or 
hormone replacement ther- 
apy. 

¢ Being overweight or

¢ Some forms of cancer - 


increase the amount of sub- 
stances in your blood that 
cause your blood to clot and 
some cancer treatments also 
increase the risk. 

¢ People with heart fail- 
ure have a greater risk of 
DVT and pulmonary embo- 
lism. 

- © Bowel diseases, such 
as Crohn’s disease or- ulcer- 
ative colitis. 

¢ A personal or family 
history of deep vein throm- 
bosis or pulmonary embo- 
lism (PE). 

¢ Being over age 60 in- 
creases your risk of DVT, 
though it can occur at any 
age. 

¢ Sitting for extended pe- 
riods of time, such as when 
driving or flying. Blood

A dangerous complica- 
tion associated with deep 


vein thrombosis is pulmo- — 


nary embolism. A pulmo- 
nary .embolism transpires

blood clot (thrombus) that 
has migrated to your lungs 
from another part of your 
body, usually your leg. A 
pulmonary embolism can

ing of the legs, leg pain, skin 


discoloration, and skin sores. 


This syndrome is caused by 
injury to your veins from 


the blood clot and the sub-. 


sequent reduction of blood 


_flow in the affected areas. 


The symptoms may not oc- 
cur until a few years after 
the DVT. 

To determine a diagno- 
sis of deep vein thrombosis, 
your doctor will take a com- 
plete history and perform a 
physical exam to check for 


any areas of swelling, ten- 


derness or discoloration on 
your skin. The doctor may 
suggest further testing, in- 
cluding: 

¢ Ultrasound. 

¢ Blood test. Almost all 
people who develop severe 
deep vein thrombosis have 
an elevated blood level of 


a clot-dissolving substance 


called D dimer. 


¢ Venography where a | 


dye is injected into a large 
vein in your foot or ankle 
and an-X-ray procedure is 
performed. 

* CT or MRI scans. 


The main emphasis of 
treatment is to prevent the 
clot from getting any larger, 
as well as inhibiting the clot 
from breaking ~ loose - and 
causing a pulmonary émbo- 
lism. 

Treatment 
clude: 
- © Blood thinning medi- 
cations such as Coumadin, 
Xarelto or -Lovenox are 


options in- 


commonly suggested for . 


treatment. Blood-thinning 
medications can have seri- 
ous side effects if you take 
too much or too little, so it 
is vital to take your medica- - 
tion precisely as ‘your doctor 
prescribes. 

¢ Clotbusters (throm- 
bolytics), also referred to as 
tissue plasminogen: activa- 
tors (TPA), are drugs that are 
administered through an IV 
line to break up blood clots 
or may be given through a 
eatheter placed directly into 
the clot. 

e Filters. A filter may be 
implanted into a large vein 
in your abdomen. The filter 
prevents clots that break 
loose from lodging in your 
lungs. 

- © Compression stockings. 
These help prevent swelling 
associated with deep vein 
thrombosis. 


As is the case with most 
medical illnesses, preven- 
tion is of prime importance. 
Minimizing risk factors is 
the key to deep vein throm- 
bosis prevention. Following 
treatment, it is imperative to 
watch your diet and look for 
signs of excessive bleeding, 
as well as take steps to help 
prevent a subsequent DVT. 
It is important to follow up 
with your doctor frequently 
to see if your medication, 
diet or treatments need to 
be modified. Be vigilant in 
assessing yourself for ‘any 
indications of excessive 
bleeding, which can be a 
side effect of taking medica- 
tions such as blood thinners. 
If your doctor recommends 
them, wearing compression 
stockings can aide in the 
prevention of blood clots 
in the legs. If you’ve been

stationary, the quicker you. 


get moving, the less likely 
you are to develop blood 
clots. Your risk of develop- 
ing DVT during travel -is 
low, but it becomes higher if 
you’re sitting for more than 
four hours at a time while 
driving ‘or flying. You can 
lower the risk by moving 
around every so often, get 
out of your car and move 
around at intervals during 
long drives. Walk in the 
aisles if you’re flying, tak- 
ing a train, or riding a bus. 
Stretching your legs and feet 
while you’re sitting, helps 
to keep your blood moving 
steadily in your calves and 


can lower your risk of DVT - 


development.

Chris Walker, a spokes- 
man for Quincy Mayor 
Thomas Koch, on Monday 
said no restrictions are in 
place in the city, and the 
reservoirs have not been im- 
pacted by the drought.

would not begin: unless the 
Quabbin Reservoir level 
dipped below 65 percent.

. easier, and these kiosks do 


just that,” he said. “Using 
a safe medication disposal 


kiosk at a participating Wal- — 


greens is one of the best 


- ways to ensure medications 


are not accidently used — or 
intentionally misused — by 
someone else.” __ 

The kiosks are heavy 
metal containers with a top, 
one-way opening drop slot 
and lock that is mounted to 
the floor or wall. The kiosks 
are located next to the phar- 
macy counter and are avail- 
able for disposing prescrip- 
tion and over-the-counter 


medications while the phar-. 
- macy is opened. There are 


security cameras that moni- 
tor the kiosks. 

Until now, the only op- 
tion to dispose medicines 
in such kiosks have been at 
police stations. 

Standing in front of the 
store’s pharmacy next to 
the kiosk, Baker related that 


~ a member of his family re- 


ceived a prescription for an 
opiate following a dental 
procedure and had much of 
the medication leftover. 
“The prescription was for 
far more opioid pain medi- 
cation -- which is another 
whole story in itself -than 


this person would have ever — 


needed or required,” he said. 


“As a result, we had a big 


léftover supply.” 

_Baker said when he told 
neighbors he was going to 
the local police station to 


discard the unused pills, the ' 


neighbors suggested the left- 
over medication should be 
kept in Case someone might 
need it in the future. 

“Far too many people 
in Massachusetts leave that 
stuff lying around because 


someday they might need 
it,” he said. “There are real 


consequences to that.” 

The governor said the US 
makes up five percent of the 
world’s population, yet has 
80 percent of the world’s 
prescribed opiates. He noted 


that opioid addiction often. 


' starts at home. 
“There’s simply — too 
much of this stuff in people’s 


- medicine chests, in people’s 


drawers, in people’s bath- 
rooms and people’s bed- 
rooms,” he said. “The epi- 
demic associated with this 
is real.” 

In addition to offering

Baker...added that real- 
tors ask clients to remove 
medicines from their homes 
because of people going to 
open houses on the pretense 
of being a potential buyer 
and rummaging through 
medicine cabinets and draw- 
ers in search of prescription 
opiates. 

Earlier this year, Baker 


- signed legislation aimed at 


addressing the opioid and 
heroin addiction epidemic as 
a result of recommendations 
from his opioid task force. 
The first-in-the-nation law 


requires a seven-day limit 


on first time opioid prescrip- 
tions. Additionally, doctors 
are required to check a pa- 
tient’s prescription history 
through the state’s prescrip- 
tion monitoring program. 
State Health and Human 
Services Secretary Marylou 
Sudders said it was appro- 
priate that Quincy. was cho- 
sen to launch the medicine 
disposal program since the 
city was the first in the state 
to provide its police depart- 
ment: with the opiate over- 
dose reversing drug Narcan 
which officers can adminis- 
ter to overdose patients. 
Sudders explained that 
the state launched its up- 
dated prescription monitor- 
ing program last month. The 
program gives pharmacists 


and health care sides a 


patient’s prescription his- 


tory. from a database that 
helps prevent overprescrib- 
ing opiate painkillers. 

The secretary explained 


_ the old version was “clunky” 


and that the new program 
provides information in less 
than two seconds. Health 
care providers in Massachu- 


.. Setts can now access patient 


information from similar 


programs in Connecticut, 


Vermont, Rhode Island and 
New York. 

Sudders said the drug 
take-back program is “an 
other tool in the toolbox.” 

Sen. John Keenan said 


legislation now requires 
those on Mass. Health to 


have oné doctor write a pre- 
scription and one pharmacy 
to fill it in an effort to prevent 
“doctor shopping” where a 


patient could potentially get 


multiple prescriptions. 

“We are changing the dy- 
namics of how opiates are 
dispensed,” he said. 

Keenan added that the 
medicine disposal program 


is “a critical step” to further. 


reducing opioid abuse by 
providing a place to discard 
unused medications. 

Noting the state’s efforts 
in the opioid issue, Mayor 


Thomas Koch applauded 


Walgreens’ medicine dis- 
posal program and said that 
partnerships are vital in the 


fight against opiate addic- 
tion and abuse. 


“We can only make prog- 


ress by working together,” 


he said. “It continues to be 


a challenge for every com- 
munity.” 

Koch said while the ris- 
ing number of overdoses 

are “discouraging,” the fight 
must continue to ae save 
lives. 

“As a father of three, we 
can never lose hope,” he 
said. “It’s somebody’s son, 
daughter, brother, father, 
mother affected by this, so 
we can never give up on 
each of them.” 

Rep. Bruce Ayers said the 
fight against opioid abuse is 
the legislature’s top priority. 

“Partnering with Gover-

Mosquitoes Test Positive 
For West Nile Virus 


City health officials are 


urging people to takes pre- 
cautions to avoid mosquito 


bites after the _Massachu-. 


setts Department of Public 
Health. announced mosqui- 
toes collected in Quincy 
have tested positive for the 
West Nile virus. 


There was one WNV- - 


positive Culex pipiens/res- 
tauans complex mosquito 
sample . (pool) identified 
from samples collected on 
Aug. 1. The DPH confirmed 
the positive test Sept. 7. 

So far in 2016, the state 
has reported 20 West Nile vi- 
rus positive mosquito pools 


in Norfolk County. The first . 
human case of West Nile- 


virus was announced in late 
July; it involved an elderly 
resident from Middlesex 
County. 

While WNV can infect 


people of all ages, people 


over the age of 50 are at 
higher-risk for severe in- 
fections. The virus is most 
commonly transmitted to 
humans by the bite of an in- 
fected mosquito. 

The Quincy Health De- 
partmert said residents 
should take steps to avoid 
the risk of mosquito bites 
and to reduce the number 
of mosquitoes around their 


homes and neighborhood. 


Residents should mini- 
mize their outdoors time 
during peak period of mos- 
quito activity (dusk and 
dawn); those who must re- 


' Department’s 


main outdoors should wear 
long-sleeved shirts and 
pants. Special care should 
be taken to ensure children 
playing outdoors are prop- 
erly covered up. If a baby 
is brought outside, their car- 
riage or playpen should be 
covered with mosquito net- 
ting. emit 

The use of mosquito re- 
pellent products containing 
DEET or picaridin is also 
advised; oil of lemon euca- | 
lyptus may also be consid-~ 
ered. Products containing 
permethrin should only be 
used on clothing. Repel- 
lents should not be used on 
children younger than two 
months; oil of lemon euca- 
lyptus should not be used on 
children under the age of 3. 
When using repellents, al- 
ways follow the instructions 
on the packaging. 

Residents should also - 
make sure all screens are 
tightly attached to win- 
dows and doors; all holes in 
screens should be properly 
repaired. 

Standing water on one’s 
property should also be re- © 
moved to prevent mosquitos 
from breeding.

The Quincy Sun did not aca helene my father envi- 
sioned this weekly newspaper. And he took a big leap of 
faith in starting up The Sun. Back in the 1960s, Henry 
had a big job with much responsibility at The Boston 
Herald Traveler. He was in charge of the newspaper’s 


- team of reporters who covered the South Shore for one 


of Boston’s daily newspapers. Henry also wrote a col- 


umn called “Inside South Shore.” He was also well — 
known in the city where he was raised before heading 


off to serve in the U.S. Navy in World War II. 


One of his friends recently told me that he asked .

The surplus 
of skin cells form thick, sil- 
very scales and itchy, dry, 

‘red patches that are occa- 
sionally painful. 


Psoriasis is-a persistent, - 


chronic disease, which at 
times can consist of symp- 
toms fluctuating from. im- 
provement to worsening. 
The cause of psoriasis isn’t 
fully known, but it’s thought 
to be related to problematic 
immune system cells in your 
body. 

-- Signs and symptoms can 
vary from ‘person to person 
but may include one or more 
of the following:

an update his department’s 
work to mitigate the rat 
problem, said the barrel 
program would eliminate 
a major source of food for 
the rodents — trash in uncov- 
ered barrels or bags left at 
the curb without even being 
placed in a barrel. 

_ “It will make a differ- 
‘ence,” he said. “I think 
we’re eliminating -a major 
food source.” 

Chris Walker, the director 
of policy and information for 


Mayor Thomas Koch, said 


the proposed trash program 
is not being pitched solely 
to deal with the rat problem 
— an increase in recycling is 
also eyed, among other ben- 
efits — but would help in that 
regard. 

“The driving factor is not 
rodent issues, but it certainly 
is going to add to the work 
we’re doing. It eliminates a 
major food source,” Walker 
said. “One of the issues we 
have is barrels. that are un- 
covered, plastic bags that 
are left curbside, and this 
is a major food source for 
rodents, rats and any other 
kind of vermin that needs a 

- meal.” 


Walker said the formal 


proposal, which could cost 
$3 million to implement, 
would be before the coun- 
cil in the coming weeks or 
months; the mayor’s office 
is in the process of soliciting 
- feedback for the plan. Un- 
der the program, households 
would receive a 64-gallon 
* covered container for gar- 
_ bage and a 96-gallon one for 
recyclables. Other commu- 
" nities, such as Braintree and 
Weymouth, have already 
implemented a similar uni- 
form waste collection pro- 
gram. 


_ Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci, who, along with 
Ward 3 Councillor Ian Cain 
sought an update from the 
Health Department on the 
rat problem, said the uniform 
waste collection program 
would be a good thing. 

“The mayor’s trash plan ~ 
however long it takes — that 
will be a good thing moving 
forward,” Palmucci said. 

Councillor Noel DiBona 


thanked the administration 


for beginning the. conver- 
sation about a new barrel 
system. In April, DiBona 
had asked administration 
officials to consider such an 
initiative. 

“The barrel system, in 
my personal opinion, is an 


investment and not an ex-. 


pense,” he said Monday. “I 
think down the road — along 
with the recycling — we’re 
going to save in the long run 
mitigating rats.” 

Palmucci said he and 

Cain — who was not pres- 
ent Monday — had sought 
the update on rat control ef- 
forts because they did not 
see a decrease in complaints 
about the rodents from resi- 
dents this summer. - 
. The city’s budget for the 
fiscal year that began July 
1 included $20,000 for the 
Health Department to fight 
rodents, up from $11,000 in 
the previous fiscal year. 

With the extra funds, 
Scheele said his department 
has been able to aggressive- 
ly go after the rats. In July 
and August of this year, the 
department set baited traps 
at 60 private properties, 
compared to nine during 
that same period last year. 

The department had 
baited eight properties this 
month through Monday, 
compared to four during the

patio with seating for up to 
50 patrons. 

‘The Board of License 
Commissioners. on Sept. 


13 approved a request by - 


Mark DiBona, the owner of 
Cagney’s Restaurant at 214 
for an al- 
teration of premises to open 
the new patio space. 

The 1,200 square foot 
patio will be located in what 
is now a driveway space off 
Washington Street next to 
Cagney’s and the breakfast 
place located in the same 
building. DiBona said he 
expects to spend $75,000 
to convert the space into a- 
patio and it will take about 
three weeks to do so. 

DiBona said the success 
of Cagney’s 25th anniver- 
sary celebration in July — 
which included a temporary 
outdoor space on Washing- 
ton Street — led him to pur- 
sue the construction of a 


Z permanent patio. 


“We had great feed- 
back from the neighbor- 
hood, great feedback from 
patrons,” DiBona said. “It 
worked out well for every- 
body.”

The purpose of the bill is to enable Quincy to pay more 
than the maximum, which the city is allowed to expend for 
land, which is the assessed valuation plus 25 percent. The 
assessed valuation of Squantum Park, which includes about 


e - 11 acres, is approximately $11,000. This valuation plus 25 
percent would restrict Quincy to paying a maximum of 


about $15,000. 

The bill, as written, would bypass the Solon City Coun- 
cil. If passed by the legislature, the Quincy City Council 
would have to appropriate the necessary funds.

-The flu is a contagious 
respiratory illness caused by 
influenza viruses that infect 
the nose, throat, and lungs. 
It can cause mild to severe 
illness, and on occasion can 
lead to death. 

The timing of flu is un- 
predictable and can fluctu- 
ate in different parts of the 


~ country and from season - : 


to season. Most. seasonal 
flu activity typically occurs 
between October and May. 
Flu activity most commonly 
peaks in the United States 
between December and 
February. 

People who have the flu 


often feel some or all of 


these signs and symptoms: . 

e Fever or feeling fever- 
ish/chills 

* Cough 

¢ Sore throat 

¢ Runny or stuffy nose 

¢ Muscle or body aches 

.© Headaches 
© Fatigue (very tired) 

¢ Some people may have 

vomiting and diarrhea, 
though this is more common 
in children than adults. 

Researchers believe that 
flu viruses spread mainly by 
droplets made when’ people 
with flu cough, sneeze or 
talk. These droplets can de- 
posit in the mouths or noses 
of people who are fearby. 
Less often, a person might

also get flu by touching a 


surface or object that has flu: 


virus on it and then touch- 
ing their own mouth, eyes 
or possibly their nose. You 
may be able to disseminate 


the flu to someone else be-- 


fore you know you are sick, 
as well as while you are 
sick. 

Most healthy adults may 
be able to infect others be- 
ginning 1 day before symp- 
toms develop and up to 5 
to 7 days after becoming 
ill. Some people, especially 
young children and people 


- with weakened immune sys- 


tems, might be able to infect 
others for an even lengthier 
time. The time from when a 
person is exposed to flu vi- 
rus to when symptoms begin 
is about 1 to 4 days, with an 


average of about 2 days. ' 


Anyone can get the flu 
(even healthy people), and 
dangerous problems related 
to the flu can happen at any 
age, but some people are at 


high risk of developing se- 
rious flu-related complica- 
tions if they get sick. This 
includes people 65 years 
and older, people of any age 
with certain chronic medical 


-. conditions (such as asthma, 
- diabetes, or heart -disease), 
’ pregnant women, and young 


children. 
Complications of flu can 


- include bacterial pneumo- . 
nia, ear infections, sinus’ 


infections, dehydration, and 
worsening of chronic medi- 
cal conditions, such as con- 
gestive heart failure, asthma, 
or diabetes. 

The first and most crucial. 
step in preventing flu is to. 
get a flu vaccination each 
year..Flu vaccination is safe 
and has important benefits. 
It can reduce flu illnesses, 
doctors’ visits, and missed 
work and school due to flu, 
as well as prevent flu-related 
hospitalizations. 

Various flu vaccines are 
approved for use in different 
groups- of people. Factors 


_ that can determine a per- 


son’s suitability for vaccina- 
tion, or vaccination with a 


_ particular vaccine, include a 


person’s age, health (current 
and past) and any relevant 
allergies. Flu shots are ap- 
proved for use in pregnant 
women and people with 
chronic health conditions. 
There are flu shots that 
also are appropriate for use

in people as young as 6 
months of age and up. CDC 
recommends use of the flu 
shot (inactivated influenza 
vaccine or ITV) and the re- 
combinant influenza vac- 
cine (RIV). The nasal spray 


flu vaccine (live attenuated - 


influenza vaccine or LAIV) 
Should not be used — 
2016-2017. 

Also, the recommenda- 
tions for vaccination of peo- 
ple with egg allergies have 
changed for 2016-2017. 

People with egg allergies 
can receive any licensed, 
recommended age-appro- 
priate influenza vaccine and 
no longer have to be moni- 
tored for 30 minutes after 
receiving the vaccine. Peo- 
ple who have severe egg al- 
lergies should be vaccinated 
in a medical setting and be 
supervised by a health care 
provider who is able to rec- 
ognize and manage severe 
allergic conditions. 

It is crucial that everyone 
6 months of age and older 
get a yearly flu vaccine as 
the first and most important 
step in protecting against 
this dangerous disease. 
People should begin getting 
vaccinated soon after flu 


vaccine becomes available, . 


if possible by October, to 


ensure that as many people 


as possible are protected 
before flu season begins.

viruses are circulating in the 
community, it’s not too late 
- to get vaccinated. If you are 
ill with flu, stay home from 
work or school to prevent 
spreading flu to others. It is 
very challenging to distin- 
guish the flu from other viral 
or bacterial causes of respi- 
ratory illnesses on the basis 
of symptoms alone. 

There are tests available 
to diagnose flu. CDC also 
recommends routine preven- 
tive actions such as, staying 


away from people who are . 


sick, covering coughs and 


-sneezes and frequent hand- 


washing, to help reduce the 
spread of germs that cause 
respiratory (nose, throat, 
and lungs) illnesses, like in- 
fluenza. 

If you do become sick 


with the flu, antiviral drugs - 


are prescription drugs that 
can be used to treat‘the ill- 
ness. People at high risk of 
serious flu complications 
(such as children younger 
than 2 years, adults 65 and 


older, pregnant women, and © 


people with certain medi- 
cal conditions) and people 
who are very sick with flu 
(such as those hospitalized 
because of flu) should get 
antiviral drugs. 


Some other people can 


be treated with antivirals at. 
their health care provider’ s 
discretion. 

Treating high risk people 
or people who are very sick 
with flu with antiviral drugs 
is imperative. Studies reveal 
that prompt treatment with 
antiviral drugs can prevent — 
critical flu complications. 
Timely treatment can mean 
the difference between hav- 
ing a milder illness versus 


very serious illness ‘that 


could result in a a hg 
stay. 
Management with antivi- 


‘rals works best when begun 
‘within 48 hours of getting 


sick, but can still be benefi- 
cial when given later in the 
course of illness. Antiviral 


. drugs are effective across 


all age-and risk groups, but 
keep in mind they are not a 
substitute for getting a flu 
vaccine. Antiviral drugs are 
a second line of defense to 
treat the flu (including sea- 
sonal flu and variant flu vi- 
ruses) if you get sick. 

Be wise, the short time 
that it takes you to get a flu 
shot can protect your health 
and the health of your loved 
ones.

Walk of Names was origi- 
nally slated to be finished 
over the summer. That date 
was then bumped back to 
September, and now Mayor 
Thomas Koch said it should 
be finished later this year, 
but did not give:a firm date. 


The mayor, during a re- 


cent interview, said the delay 
was caused by a backlog at 
the Canadian quarry where 
granite for the project is 
sourced. The granite will be 
used in a number of places 


- in the new Walk of Names, 


such as lining the walkways 


with engraved bricks, and. 
the first shipment of it ar-’ 


rived last week. 

“The backup has been 
the availability of getting 
the granite that’s been speci- 
fied for that project,” Koch 
said, “The landscape archi- 
tect specified a particular 
granite,- which is quarried 
out of Canada actually. It’s a 
beautiful piece of granite. 

-“So they’re way behind 
on delivery because they’re 
backlogged up at the quarry. 
We had the first shipment 
this week and every week 
we're sup to get new 
shipments, so hopefully 
we're going to make up 


some time on that project.” 


Additionally, the mayor 
said his staff has been con- 
cerned the contractor for the 
project did not have enough 
workers, and the city has 
been holding the contractor 


~ to high standards. 


“We've had meetings ob- 


- viously and we have another 


one coming up between our 
engineers and the company’s 
representative: and owner, 
and we’ll be talking to them 
again about our- concerns 
that they don’t have enough 


* manpower on this to get it 


done,” Koch said. 
“The other thing, quite 
frankly, j is we’re being very, 


very picky on the prod- 


uct. They’ve already had 
to make some adjustments.

I’m not 
accepting anything — we’re 
paying good money, we’re 
buying quality materials — 
unless we’re satisfied, we're 
not accepting the product.

Also set for completion 


_ this construction season is 
- a new surface parking lot 
‘in the former Ross Garage 


space, which will have room 
for more than 200 vehicles. 
Koch said the lot would 
likely be open to the gen- 
eral public and drivers with 
monthly parking passes. 
There would be a fee for 
parking there, similar to the 
charge at nearby Hancock 

The city has targeted the 
former Ross Garage site 


and the: surrounding area 
for future redevelopment 
as part of the larger plan for 
Quincy Center. The prelimi- 
nary plan includes a single 
two-way road for traffic to 
replace the Parkingway and 
an unnamed street currently 
on site. 

“We’re looking at one 
two-lane street rather than 
two séparate streets,” Koch 


said. “The one closer to the 


tracks — the Parkingway — 
will probably go away and 
that will become part: of 
what will be development, 


and the street would be in 
front of it between that par- 
cel and the rear of the Han- 
cock Street parcels. 

“You’ll have a two-lane

changes in the science field 
and focus more on concepts, 
design and inquiry.. The 
three major areas are prac- 
tices, core ideas and cross- 
* cutting. 

Practices refer to the way 
scientists investigate. and 
build models and theories 


about the natural world and — 


practices used by engineers 
as their build models and 
systems. Core ideas focus 
on disciplines-in the areas 
of physical, life, earth and 
space and engineering and 
technology.  Crosscutting 
concepts link the different 
domains of science. 
Cunniff " explained ‘the 
new program will feature 
_ Quincy-specific studies. She 
_ pointed to one project where 


students will be studying _ 


the ecosystem of ’ Black’s 
Creek. : 
“One goal is to look at 
Quincy specifically regard- 
ing climate change,’ she 
said. “Some lessons will 
pertain just to Quincy.” 

Cunniff noted that Bos- 
ton University graduate 
students are working with

Glacier Program. Each BU 
student spends two days co- 
teaching with an emphasis 
on global climate change 
specifically targeting Quin- 
cy.

“This gives students a 
deeper conceptual idea of 
science,” she said.

Roy explained that mid- 
dle school students will be 
using interactive notebooks 
where all class activities 
will be chronicled and re- 
ferred when needed. 

“Everything we do in the 
class is in the book,” said 
Roy. “It’s the culmination of 
what’s learned in class.” 

Another goal of the pro- 
gram is to prepare middle 
school students for ad- 
vanced placement high 
school courses. .

“There are those oth- 
er questions we’re going 
through right now, like when 
I get from a senior ‘I live by 
myself — I don’t need those 
two big buckets.’ We’re - 
looking at are there smaller 
versions of the same setup,” 
Koch said. 

“These containers kind of — 


go with the property, so the 


downside of that is if a new 
family moves in with five 
people that smaller bucket 
won’t be good enough for 
them. We’ve got to kind of 
work through those issues 
going forward.” 
The mayor said there is 

no plan at the moment for 
how the new containers 


would be distributed, though 


he did mention the possibil- 
ity of city employees going 
out one day and distributing 
them en masse to house- 
holds. What the containers 
would look like is also u un- 
known. es a 
As part of the plan, Koch 
said he wants the city look- 
ing at how to. better enforce 
its rules for trash disposal — 
particularly for people who 
leave trash curbside too — 
early or don’t bring their 
containers in in a timely 
fashion. 

“One of the Pieces, we're 
pee to look at with this 
whole change in the con- 
tainers is enforcement, and 
we're going to get a lot 
tougher on people,” Koch 
said.

- and six-families all over the 


city. You'll have somebody 
move out on a Saturday and 
they leave everything on the 
sidewalk and rubbish day 
isn’t until Thursday. That’s 
not acceptable for people to 
have to look at that. 

_ “We're going to be rec- 
ommending to the City 
Council as part of the pack- 


. age some kind of an en- 


forcement mechanism that 
we can use to keep the city © 
looking good. There are’ 
people who put the rubbish 
out way too soon, and then 
there are people who don’t 


_ pick the barrels up to bring 


them back in-for way too 
late — a day or two later. So 
we're going to tighten that 
restriction.” 

One change that is- un- 
likely to be made is a new 


requirement | that residents 


recycle. Koch said such a re- 
quirement would be difficult 
because roughly half of the 
city’s households rent. 
“One of the challenges 
we face — unlike the Brain- 
trees and Weymouths — we 
have a lot more rental prop- 
erty. It’s roughly half and | 
half — 50 percent. on each 
side. So you have a continu- 
ous change — people moving 
in and moving out,” Koch 
said. “Trying to get them to

Fi irst Time Since 2003 


At the bequest of Mayor 
Thomas Koch, Fire Chief 
Joseph Barron last Friday 
night ordered the depart- 
ment’s all-purpose technical 
rescue vehicle be placed i in 
service full-time for the first 
time in more than 13 years. 

The vehicle, known as 
Rescue 1, will be manned 
during all shifts, carrying 


specialty tools and firefight-. 


ers with training in techni-

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. buildings could commence 
next spring. 

City officials are also in 
the process of designing a 
parking garage with room 
‘for: up to 700 vehicles that 
would be located on the 
Hancock Lot. 

Koch, in a recent inter- 

- view, said city officials are 
nearing land disposition 

agreements with LBC Bos- 

ton and Peter O’Connell on 

the projects each has pro- 

posed for the Hancock Lot.

“We're getting closer,” 
- the mayor responded after 
being asked when the LDAs 
would be finalized. 

“Tt won’t be the next 
meeting, but we're getting 
close.” 

Koch said the propos- 
als have not changed much 
since they were first un- 
. veiled, but there were a 
number of issues the sides 
had to work out. 

_ “The Peter thing — we're 
looking at that whole cor- 
ner with eminent. domain,” 
the mayor said, referring to 
the comer of Cottage Av- 


_enue and the Ryan Parkway.

Ave. some, so we’ve. got to 
meld that in. 

“Then of course we’re 

working on the conceptual 
design of the garage — the 
garage is going to be imme- 
diately next to the O’Connell 
building, which creates all 
kinds of construction issues.

structure with it. 

“The LBC group — we’ve 
got the old Town Brook that 
still meanders under their 
property. That’s a little bit

Koch’s addition this year 
of four firefighter positions 


in the city budget, in addi- 


tion to a recent Department 


of Homeland Security grant 
_ providing funding for an 


additional four firefighters, 
will provide the flexibility 
to keep the truck operational 
24 hours a day following 
several years of gradual in- 
creases in the truck’s service 
time, Koch said. 


The truck was last in ser- 


vice full-time in 2003 prior — 


to budget cuts that year. 

_ The truck responds to 
all major incidents citywide 
and all ‘incidents requiring 


Emergency Medical Service 


within the geographical dis- 
trict covered by Headquar- 
ters. Among the incidents 


‘firefighters aboard the truck 


are trained for are confined 
space rescues such as trench 
collapses and building res- 


cues at angles too high for 


a traditional ladder engine 


to reach. 

’ Fire Chief Joseph Bar- 
ron said staff training has 
increased markedly over the 
last several years. 

“The situations we face 
are constantly evolving, and 
our ability to train for those 
situations and respond swift- 


~ ly with the right equipment 


is critical: Having this vehi- — 
cle available on a full-time 
basis is just one more way 
to help us better respond to 


any situation that may arise  - 


_in the City,” Barron said.

Koch said no further 
downtown projects are in 
the pipeline, but interest re- 


mains strong. 
“There are other things 


being talked about, but 
nothing in the pipeline,” he 
stated.

The mayor said that inter- 
est extends beyond Quincy 
Center, pointing to several 
residential projects built in 
recent years or now being 
constructed including Deco, 
Mechanic Lofts, 999 Han- 
cock Street, Meriel Marina 
Bay, and Crown Colony. 

“All of those projects 
that had been in the pipeline 
are ongoing, so there has al- 
ready been that interest and 
recognition of what Quincy 
has to offer being on the 
Red Line 20 minutes from 
downtown, but [also] what 
we have to offer as a com- 
munity,” Koch said. “Safe. 
Great natural resources. 
Solid school system. More 


and more restaurants and . 


opportunities to do things at 
night: That recognition has 
been there. 


“Quite frankly, the whole - 
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Street-Works work that was 
done helped put the city on 


the map in that regard. All - 


the marketing that was done, 
I think, clearly helped us to 


be where we are. No ques- 


tion about it, it helped us lay 
the foundation.” 
Koch said the interest in 


the city has led to increased 


property values, which the

- the officer. Fearing for his safety, Officer Murphy drew his 


firearm and ordered the male to drop the knife.

move away from it, but instead, the operator began pacing - 


back and forth in an erratic manner before leaning into the 
front passenger side of his vehicle and reaching for some- 
thing inside.

It is my understanding that vehicle manufacturers are re- | 


As the airbag ignitors get old 
especially in high humidity areas coupled with high tem-

cases even deaths have been attributed to this recall. Re- 
garding reliability versus liability: I would say, certainly a 


- combination of both, some reports show that the recall may

I have been following your comments about dead bat- 
teries in Subaru cars that get left unattended for short 
periods of time. For the first time ever I will be going to 
Florida for three months and will leave my car in my 
garage. Do I need to do anything special to insure the 
car restarts? 

Connecting a “float” style trickle charger like the Battery 
Tender is a simple solution and the battery will stay fully 
changed and ready for you when you return. The second 
option is disconnecting the battery. Some cars when discon- 
necting the battery can activate the cars radio anti-theft sys- 


_ tem. Read the car’s owner’s manual to see if you will need a 
code when you connect the battery. The best option always. 


is to have someone drive the car for 30 minutes or so every 
couple of weeks. This will help keep the asad charged and 
“exercise” the car a bit. . 

I have 2015 Chevrolet V-8 iickes truck purchased 
used with 20,000 miles on it. I have noticed over past 
couple of months that the transmission or engine vi- 
brates a bit at 30-40 miles per hour. The dealer told me 
this is normal, but I’m concern about a long term prob- 
lem. Any ideas? 

I would start with a scan of the tricks computer system 
just to make sure everything is within normal limits. What I 
suspect the problem is that you are feeling the engine chang- 


- ing from eight-cylinder to four-cylinder operation. In addi- 


tion to the vibration you may also notice a slight change in 
the exhaust sound. This is a normal condition of the active 
fuel management system 
Recently the battery in my car died after leaving a 
door open overnight. My next door neighbor tried to 
jump start my car. The car started but now the speed- 
ometer and radio are not working. Any ideas or infor- 


mation on how to fix this problem? 


I have seen this problem before and providing cuit 
was damaged (batteries connected backwards) when the . 


battery was jumpstarted it may be able to be fixed quite eas- 
ily. Similar to a computer being re-booted the car’s prob- 


lems can be remedied in the same fashion. Have someone - 


disconnected the battery cables from the battery and hold 
them together for about a few minutes, then re-conneéct the 


battery. This procedure will sometimes exorcise the electri- ~~" 


cal gremlins. If this doesn’t fix the problem, then you. will 


need to look at the individual components and wee for ’ 


problems. 

A friend of mine has a 2000 Chevrolet Suburban that 
he uses for odd jobs. The problem is the rear window 
won’t go up but only sometimes. He doesn’t have much 
money to spend on this and I’m trying ” help him out. 
Any suggestions? _— 

The intermittent part of the problem actually helps with 
the diagnosis. I suspect a broken wire to the rear gate. The 


wiring could have become damaged over the years of con-. 


stant opening and closing of the rear gate. The other issue 
could be the motor itself is just starting to wear out. These 
little motors get rusty and will fail over'time. 

I currently own a 2008 Cadiilac DTS. It has been a 
great car with no real mechanical problems. I am a se- 
nior citizen that buys American automobiles and like the 
room and size of the DTS. With the DTS approaching 
100,000 miles the other Cadillac models were small com- 
pared to the DTS. I am now looking at the new Cadillac 
CT6. The car with the conventional V6 engine looks like 
a great replacement for the DTS. Any thoughts about 
the new CT6? 

The Cadillac CT6 should be a good replacement for the 
DTS. During my limited test drive I found the 335 horse- 
power engine performed well and the overall ride and han- 


dling was quite good. I was also impressed with the fit and 


finish of interior. the spirit of full disclosure I haven’t spent 
my usual road test time behind the wheel of this car. It seems 


__as if Cadillac spends their budget on big events rather than 


putting cars into press fleets for evaluation. 

I own a 2008 Mercury Sable; it is a decent sized car 
with a generally nice ride. The problem is that when peo- 
ple ride in the back seat the car rides low. I have asked 


about adjusting the ride height with new springs or - 


shocks/struts, but no one seems very interested or confi- 

dent that this will fix the problem. If its new springs are 

the answer do I replace front and back springs? 
Chances are that over the past eight years the springs 


have started to sag which has resulted in the low ride when . 


the car is loaded. There is a specific ride height for every ve- 
hicle including the Sable. If you were to replace the springs 
it would make sense to replace the rear springs and struts as 
one unit. They will be a matched set and replacing them as 
a component will help keep labor costs down. A cheap alter- 
native that was once popular was spring stabilizers. These 
are plastic spacers that are placed between the spring coils

995 passed the House in

The Veterans Day Mo- 
ment of Silence Act calls for 
two minutes of silence every 
Veterans Day to recognize 
and reflect on the service and 
sacrifice of all veterans, past 
and present. The set time of 
2:11 p.m. EST allows for all 
50 states and Puerto Rico to 
take part simultaneously. -

with a moment of silence 
each Veterans Day, we send .

Infrequently, 
some esophageal surgeries 
carry the increased risk of 
precipitating a hiatal hernia. 

The stomach bulging up 


"as a hiatal hernia often gives 


no symptoms. It is often dis- 
covered coincidentally in 
people who have an exam 
for another reason. 

These hernias are divided 
into two categories: 

¢ Sliding hiatal hernias 
are the most common and 


usually small. Ina sliding hi- 


atal hernia, the stomach and 
the section of the esophagus 
that joins the stomach slide 
up into the chest through 
the hiatus. This is the more 
common type of hernia. 
These hernias move up and 
down, rather than having 


a stomach daction that re- 


mains fixed and bulged out 
of place. 


e Paraesophageal her- - 


nia is less common, but is 
more cause for concern. 
About 1 in 10 hiatal hernias 
remain out of place pushed 


up through the diaphragm. 


The esophagus and stomach 
stay in their normal loca- 
tions, but part of the stom- 
ach squeezes through the 
hiatus, landing it next to the 
esophagus.

present generally they are 
the result of acid moving 
up from the stomach, caus- 
ing heartburn, a burning 
sensation around the lower 
chest area. Heartburm tends 
to exacerbate in relation to 
different foods and drinks 
or occurs when lying down 
and bending over, especially 
when done shortly after eat- 


- ing. It can generate an un- 


pleasant taste in the back of 
the throat, as well as bloat- 
ing and belching. 

If heartburn symptoms 
in particular become a ha- 
bitual problem, people may 
be diagnosed with a condi- 
tion called acid reflux. Acid 
reflux is when a person con- 


tinues to experience heart- 


burn at least twice a week. 
If acid reflux happens too 
frequently and for an ex- 
cessive amount of time, the 
condition can evolve into 
gastroesophageal reflux dis- 
ease (GERD). 

The risk of a hiatal her- 
nia associated with obesity, 
implies that confronting 


the issue of being over- - 


weight, could prevent it, or 
at least assist in controlling 
symptoms. Other identified 
causes and risk factors may 
not be preventable, however 
in all cases when there are 
symptoms can be managed.

heavy metal — including in 
the homes with lead service 
lines — and no samples have 
exceeded that limit. 

The commissioner said. 
lead service lines were not 
banned until 1986. He said 
the city has removed other 
lead service lines previously 
when replacing water mains 
because of concerns the 
replacement of the mains 


and subsequent roadwork 


could cause a release of un- 
safe concentrations of lead, 


_ though there is no state or 


federal requirement to do 
sO. 

In the future, Raymondi 
said the city may look to 
replace other service lines 
that contain lead, such as 
those with so-called goose- 
necks — lead that is used’ to 


join to other pieces of pipe 


together. The DPW is still 
trying to determine how 
many service lines have the 
gooseneck connections. 
The City Council ap- 
proved borrowing up to $1.5 
million from the MWRA for 
the removal of the 141 lead 


" service lines in an 8-1 vote. 


Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain called the initiative to 
remove the lead service lines 
an “awesome project,” and

State Rep. and House 
Majority Leader Ron Mari- 
ano lived in the same house 
as the Trubianos on Lan- 
caster Street when he was 
younger.

No matter what type of 
phobia you have, it’s prone 
to producing the following 
reactions:

¢ The feeling that you 
must do everything achiev-

¢ The inability to func- 
tion normally because of 
your angst 


¢ Physical reactions, 


including sweating, rapid 


heartbeat, difficulty breath- 


_ing, a feeling of panic and 
* intense anxiety 


¢ The knowledge that 
your fears are unreasonable 


. or exaggerated but feeling 


powerless to control them 
e Anxiety just thinking 
about what you fear 
¢ In children, possibly 
tantrums, clinging or crying 
. The actual cause of pho- 
bias is still undetermined. 


However, there does appear 


to be a link between your 


_ own phobias and the pho- 


bias of your parents. This 
could be due to genetics or 
learned behavior. 

Factors that may increase

Social pho- 
bia typically develops early 
in life, usually by age 13.

e A traumatic event. 


Experiencing a. traumatic 
event, such as being trapped | 


in an elevator or attacked by 

an animal, may initiate the 

development of a phobia. 
Although phobias may 


seem trivial to others, they ~ 


can be -overwhelming to 
those who have them, insti- 
gating problems that affect 
many facets of life and can 
progress to social isolation, 
depression substance abuse 
and even suicide. - 

If anxiety affects your 
ability to function at work or 
socially, think about seeking 
medical or psychological 
treatment. Begin by talking 
to your primary care provid- 
er. Depending on your situa- 


tion, you may be referred to 
a mental health provider for 
evaluation and treatment. 


The diagnosis of phobias. 


is based on a comprehen- 
sive clinical interview and 
diagnostic guidelines. Your 
provider will inquire about 
your symptoms and obtain 
a medical, psychiatric and 
social history. 

To be diagnosed with a 


phobia, you must meet cer- 


tain criteria in the Diagnos- 
tic and Statistical Manual of 
Mental Disorders published 
by the American Psychiatric 
Association. This manual 
is utilized by mental health 
providers to diagnose con- 


ditions and by insurance 


companies to reimburse for 
treatment. 

Your provider may pro- 
pose medications or behav- 
ior therapy or both to treat 
phobias. The goal of phobia 
treatment is to lessen your 
anxiety and fear and to facil- 
itate you to more effectively 
manage your reactions to 
the object or situation that 
triggers them. 

Medications can help 
control the anxiety and panic 
that may ensue when think- 
ing about or being exposed 
to the object or situation you 
dread. Some common treat- 
ments may include: beta- 
blockers, antidepressants, or 
sedatives. 

EXSY is. fre- 


quently used alone or in 
combination with medica- 
tions. Several types of psy- 
chotherapy may be effec- 
tive: 

¢ Desensitization or ex- 
posure therapy focuses on 


changing your response to . 


the object or situation that 
you fear. Gradual, recur- 
rent exposure to the cause 
of your phobia may help 
you learn to overcome your 
anxiety. 

¢ Cognitive behavioral 
therapy involves exposure 


combined with other tech-- 


niques to learn ways to view 
and cope with the feared 
object or situation in a dif- 
ferent way. You ascertain al- 
ternative beliefs about your 
fears and the impact they 
have on your life. 


Simultaneously, ben- 


. eficial steps can be taken on — 


your own to assist you in cop- 
ing such as, support groups, 
managing your medication 


as directed, getting adequate. 


rest, eating healthy and aim- 
ing to. be physically active 
every day. Although many 
specific phobias cannot be 
prevented, early interven- 
tion and. treatment following 
a traumatic experience may 
prevent the person from de- 
veloping a severe anxiety

_to the day of its suppression — 


as a parish, Star of the Sea 
Catholic Church, located 
at 107 Bellevue Rd. in the 
Squantum section of Quin- 
cy, is now in the process of 
being demolished. Work 
began late last week, and 
nearly half of the roof al- 
ready gone as of Monday. 
The parish itself was for- 
mally suppressed on Oct. 
- 24, 2004 by Cardinal Sean 
O’Malley as part of a mas- 
‘sive downsizing of the arch- 
diocese, which shuttered 
about 60 churches. The 
Friends of Star of the Sea, 
a group that fought to save 
the church, was successful 
in having O’Malley. restore 
the church as a. Catholic 


chapel for a period of five 


years from 2005-2010, but 


O’Malley closed the church 


again without warning in 


September 2010  follow- 
ing an unsuccessful appeal 
to the Vatican, filed by the 
Friends. __ 

The group was very up- 
set at the time because they 


said the reopening in 2005- 


was based on a recommen- 


dation from the Meade-Eis- ~ 
ner Reconfiguration review 


committee, éstablished by 
O’Malley, and it didn’t make 
any sense that he would re- 
close the church based on 
any sort of appeal. The 
Friends were later informed 
by a letter from the diocese 
that the re-closing in 2010 
was actually based on rec- 


ommendations from a local 
pastor and from the regional 
bishop, but did not specify 
the basis of those recom- 


mendations. 


The property was even- 
tually put on the market in 
June 2013, and finally sold 
in June 2015 to a Brookline- 
based developer in a stun- 
ning move that had parish- 
ioners reeling in disbelief: 


O’Malley sold the 37,200 - 


square foot area consist- 
ing of the church and rec- 
tory for $600,000 - just 29% 
of the assessed value of 
$2,043,100.
